We welcome
ye te tbe city ef Boston, ana you have already
experienced bew open-hearte- hew generous,
bew free from all possible taint ot sectional
thought, is tbe hospitality and cordiality ot the
city of Boston (Great cheering.) We wel-
come you to Fanetri! Hall. Many an eloquent
voice has in all times resounded from tbe walls
of Faneuil Hall. It is said that bo voice is ot-

tered by man in this air we brealbe but enters
into that air. It continues there immortal as
the portion of tbe universe into which it has
passed. If K be so, bow instinct is Kaneuil
Hall with tbe voices of the great, good and
glorious ef past generatiocs, and uf our
own, whose voices have echoed through its
walls, whose eloquent waiU have thrilled the
heaita ot hearers as if a pointed sword were
passing tbem through and through. (Great
cheering.) Here, Adams aroused bis country
men in tbe war of Independence, and Webster!

Aa be looked around he could not outretoem-ha- r
that here the first movements which led to

tbe revolution originated, and there was enough
to warn biro against speaking; but when tbe
orator said that whatever bad been ntttered
here was immortal, be felt more than ever dis
inclined to break tbe spell with bis voice. If
ihose old voices lived here still, bow must those
men feel who came here to preach treason to
tbe Constitution and tbe Union. Here where
were me memories ot true men, and highest
upon the pictured walls the faces of Adams
and Hancock Tbe name ot Adams was one
much honored at tbe South for what he did for
the whole country, for what be did to bring
about that fraternity of feeling in which the
Union began, and wbieh it was ourdnty to per-
petuate. All around this city were the monu-

ments of early patriotism, and could it be that
any of us should tread this soil and forget tbe
great sentiments for which the fathers died.
Near by tbe great Virginian came and did not
ask whether this were the soil of Virginia,
but raised bis camp and battled till he drove
tbe invader from Boston. Here too were for-
tresses tmilt to keep the maritime foes at a dis
Usee. For the rest tbe hearts ot Americans
were our fortresses.

But it was not in these things that the stran
ger found tbe greatest pleasure, but in other
biitoil-a- l associations He might come hrttier
to learn He doctrine 01 tbe State rights. So in
all tbe earl . days we saw Massachusetts lea -

Enxl'nd fathers felt that ibey had sacrificed
too awch to change one master for another, and
therefore Ihev refused tosarrender their right
aaa State.

isatcal pretensions, it was a moral agitation.
But wbo gave any man tbe right to judge? Go
to tue Bible and we oeneia I oat antected insll
tution sanctioned. On tbe one aide of tbi
question was strife and estrangement, tending
surely aad straight to tnat separation or Mates
which seme fear. On tbe other hand, each
community, struggling as a part of a common
whole for the benefit of all, led ns to an in
crease ot our own nappintss. and tue exien
aion ef cor influence for the good ot mankind.

when one of the colonies aoked tbe Congress
what constitution they .should obey between
tbe close of tbe British rale and tbe beginning
of tbe American constitution, the reply was,
that Is your own business, and we have noth-
ing to do with it. If that were tbe spirit of
all our people y, the country would find
peace where now was nothing but division.
Hancock was a firm adherebt of States rights,
and it wobm be well if all nac as good an
opinion ef the dignity and independent ol

of the several States. In the begin-

ning true Democracy was State rights, and it
was so y. Tbe sons bad never sarren
dered what tbe fathers developed.

It was this high power of State sovereignty
on which the constitution rested. The fugi
tive slave compact in the Constitution of the
United States, meant, originally, that the
several States should legislate so as td fulfill
t. But Congress was eventually forced to

legislate because tbe States did not, and hence
bad arisen a source of agitation in our land
which would sever have been bad tbe States
done their duty.

mere was anotoer question or agitation.
Had anv one the rlrht tn denrive anv citizen
of tbe United States going to a new territory
of the rigttts thst belonged to bim as a joint
owner or me soli? Uertainly not. ioere
was nothing to sustain this interference with
other people's property, unless ft were that it
was a very good bridge to get into office.
There were missiosaries wbo staid at home
aad did not go to see that of which they talk-
ed, war horses mat snuffed the battle afar off
And thus it was that tbe peaee of a nation was
disturbed What could we thiok of these
men, wbo swore to support tbe Constitution
and tbe Union, and yet warred upon the peace
and property ot its citizens, to injure a "por-

tion t these States of which tbey were rep-
resentatives? Their actions were treason to
everything manly tbe acts of one who gains
tbe confidence of another in order that be may
wound bim.

He honored that feeling which declared the
Union unchangeable; but still it were not well
to believe that due cauee could not tear away
from Ms massy front its proudest strength. It
were well to drink from the inspirations of our
past, the true lessons for our guidance In all
our troubles, the true spirit of citizenship, and
tbe true instincts of patriotism. The heart of
that man was not to be envied which did not
feel proud of the past glory and future pros-
pects of bis country. Aad all that could

with those prospects was that miser-
able spirit which trampled on tbe Constitution,
and set up for itself an altar which it were a
disgrace even to name.

Was it strange that with such feelings be
bad come to speak to the only national party
in tbe land. This was tbe first and the last
time of his addressing ciiizns of Hasten ; but
he bad staid long enough to learn to appreci-
ate tbe generous hospitality ot New England ;
the presence ia his midst, of Dimocrats true to
their country. An enemy of bis bad headed an
article witn ' Gone to Boston," as if nothing
worse could be said of him ; but if tbey had
looked on this meeting, they would have known
that even here, thousands of hearts beat for
tbe Constitution and tbe Union, misrepresented
though tbey were, on the floor of Congress.

Prolonged applause followed Mr. Davis' ad-
dress, which occupied an hour and a quarter
Col. Wright moved a vote of thanks, which
was adopted, and was followed by three cheers
for Mr. Davis, proposed by the Chairman.

80OTHERS IHADE WITH EUBOPE.
T Hitlumtut I. a. lUrra, Govnor of Tmn$-tt- t;

Sir : Tbe commercial policy of England is
essentially a selfish one seeking no aid from
that of other countries, except as it is made
subservient to Its own purposes. Abounding
in capital, and supplied with shipping, it would
be promotive ot tbe cherished policy of that
country, if toe commercial marine of every oth-
er Batie ia tbe country were swept from tbe
seas ; so that the night become the common
amer for all.
The latereetsof English traders and capital-i- d
ta bare become so blended witb tbose of sim-

ilar classes in tbe Northern States, that an at-
tempt on tbe part of tbe South to break loose
from tbe trammels that bave been thrown
around its trade, would meet with but little
countenance from the former. Though tbe two
parties referred to bave rival interests to a cer-
tain extent, yet their joint operations in South-
ern trade and Southern securities, bave been
too profitable to justify a disturbance of the in-

timate relations that exist between tbem.
Ibe Sjuth sustains somewhat the relation to

these parties, that is not uefre quently borne by
tbe careless and credulous owner of a large es-

tate and a princely income, to a couple of de-

signing sharpers, who make common cause in
fleecing bim out ef his substance. They at
first win his confidence by professions of
friendship kindly undertake to aid bim In the
management of hie affairs urge him iuto ex-

travagant trades with themselves, of courss
make advancements to relieve bis necessities at
ruinous rates aad whs fairly in their power
they are the first to denounce his thriftless
management, and beast of tktir vamereut

sacrifices te sustain bis interests. It
is not, then, to Groat Britain we teed look for
assistance in attempting to establish aa

fereig . trade free the South.
Tbe same couutry that gave a helping hand

to establish national independence, is the re-
gion to wbicb the Swth must turn, for

in a firtt attempt to establish commer-
cial independence for itsalf. In the former
case, France was prompted by its national
prejudices in tbe latter it would be governed
by tbe more reasonable dictates ot national

As it was considered ceeessary ia-- previous
cominunieatio te dwell somewhat at length
upon tbe present and prospective condition of
the eUvebolding States, so a somewhat similar
coarse ef remarks in reference to the French
Empire is deemed necessary to a proper ap-
preciation of tbe whole subject. It is hoped,
sir, that while the subject becomes mere deep-
ly interesting to the writer, he will not be so
unfortunate as to weary your patience by

prolixity.
Tbe actions of tbe elder Napoleon, will long

continue to be tbe theme of comment, not for
their brilliancy alone, but for tbe influence
they bave exerted upon human affairs; much
that he did stands In tbe relation of cause and
effect to many movements that are row trans-
piring among tbe governments of Europe.
Ihe influence of this remarkable man over the
government and people of France, was jSrat
exerted in tbe inauguration of measures, de-

signed to build up French commerce at tbe ex-
pense et Great Britain. For Ibis purpose bis
expedition to Egypt was planned, and by this
step be sought to obtain far France a perma-
nent dominion over that ancient province.
Tbe grand design of the tint French General
was to divert tbe immense trade of the East
from its circuitous course around Africa, by
opening for it a speedy and direct channel
across tbe Isthmus of Suez into the Mediter-
ranean Sea. Tbe Herculean and finally suc-
cessful efforts of Great Britain to defeat this
daring measure, show what deep and vital in-

terests were staked upon the result This was
the Jlraf, in a long series ot measures, planned
by the master genius ot Napoleon, aitd ivhich
contemplated the destruction of English su-
premacy. It was this cardinal idea, that shone
out in every prominent measure of bis brilliant
reign. one that for years converted Europe
into a battle field, and was never abandoned
until its originator became the Island-boun- d

prisoner of Lngland.
Tbe continental policy of the uncle, in a

mtitfiti and more acceptable form has become
the property of the nephew, but the agencies
he Is using to carry it out, are more wisely and
judiciously selected. Louis Napoleon seeks
supremacy for France. Like bis imperial rel-
ative be desires ships, commerce and colonies,
bat he appeals for success to the ana ot diplo-
macy, aad the persuasive Influence of capital.
He would make France at least, the commer-
cial rival of England, bat unlike Napoleon I.,
he doubtless considers peace as essential to
success.

The present Freneh Emperor is also direct-
ing At attention to Egypt, but bis movements
are marked by the skill of the statesman wbo
understands his object, and knows what is best
suited to its accomplishment.

The Isthmus of Suez, only about eighty miles
in breadth, bas been an object ot peculiar inter-
est to almost every age of the world, as fur-
nishing the most direct and natural pass way:
for trade betwixt tbe Eastern and Western na-

tions. A canal across this Isthmus to unite
with the waters of the Red and Mediterranean
Sets, was projected and carried nearly to rora-plsti-

in the early periods ot antiquity, and
tbe protect has commended itself to toe serious
co isidrratio'i of later generations. The French
Emneror. as we are informed, is nryrof laiiag for
the privilege of cutting a ship canal across this
narrow neck ef land, end late European ac
counts state tbe fact mat a large portion ot
capital necessary for that purpose bas already
been subscribed in the city or Paris. Should

tbis contemplated work be completed, it will
require no prophet to feresee tbe rapid decline,
if not total overthrow ef English trade in tbe
East. Its success, too, wotld be a triumphant
vindkattoti of the first grand conception ot tbe
founder ef the present French Dynasty.

It will be recollected that the Emperor of
France was said to have hastened peace nego-

tiations wi'b Russia, ami tbat he insisted on
granting terms more liberal than were agreea.
ble to tbe other allied powers. If tbis were
true, a solution ot Sis conduct msy be found
in tbe magnificent systems cf improvements
tbat bave since engrossed ba attention of his
government, as well a in the intimate rela-
tions tbat bave been sine cultivated witb
other European powers, particularly with tbe
government of Russia.

fcaorny after me close ' me urlmeaa its.',
the Emperjr of Russia u . rtook the comple
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t'on of a long line of railway through Eastern
European Russia. This .road runs from St.
Petersburg, by way of Moscow, and dlretly
uirougu me crtmm. 10 tue macs: pea. ana
whether so intended or not, this great wotk
harmonizes well with the Eastern projects of
the French Emperor, by directly involving
Russian Interests in their success. And be
side a this. It gives promise of a largely in.
creased Russian trade with France and her
African colony of Algeria, as well as olber
Mediterranean countries supposed to be under
rrencn innuenee. speculation upon, frencn
motives in this connection mar be aided some.
what br the fact that the Russian enterprise
is being carried on, as we are told, by means
procured from Parisian capitalists. If we
examine a little more closely the exterior rela
tions 01 t ranee, it will be found mat tt is be-

ing connected by means of railways with
every other imnortant nortion of Europe
Paris is the railroad centre of France it Is
also tbe great railroad centre of Europe fur.
n isc log direct Hoes to St Petersburg, Vienna
Berlin. Brussels. Bremen, and in tram to near.
ly every capital and Important trading town of
toe continent ice balance or continental
Europe mar be said in truth to be locked in
Close embrace with the French Empire.

But we will pass onto a hurried and very
imperfect survey of the infernal Improvements
or trance, for this is essential to a proper con
ception of tbe importance of the proposed line
of steamers from tbe South, aa well as of the
superabundant ability of tbe French trade to
sustain such a line.

France bas always been remarkable for its
canals. It has elgbtv-si- x canals wbese aggre
gate length is two thousands three hundred and
fifty miles, and all constructed in tbe most ap-
proved and durable maner. The object of its
canal system has been to unite the river basins
ot that country and to furnish an interior com
munication irom ms Atlantic to me mediter-
ranean Sea. The canal ot Lungudoe starts
from near Toulouse, and gives a continued nay,
igatlon from the Mediterranean to the Allan.
tie, passing by Bordeaux, Carcussound, Nar-bon-

and other important towns. The Canal
du Centre commences at Chalons, and proceeds
to Digfon on tbe Loire. Tbe Rhone and Rhine
canal unites these two rivers, and witb tbe
Burgundy canal proceeding from tbe Sione,
asd one other, communicates with tbe river
Seine. These three great canals, it will be
seen, unite tbe Rhone, Loire, Seine, aad Rhine,
and gives easy access from any one of Ibem
into the other three.

France is divided into four great rail sections
or districts, and there is one company organ
ized for eacn section with capital sufficient to
construct such works as are designated by tbe
acts of incorporation. These lines are so pro
jected as to form a perfect system, connecting
every Important town and district of country
with Paris, as tbe great central point, and
from tbat city giving a direct transit to other
portions of Europe. One of these sections
fronts towards England, includes what may be
terme 1 the Military Division of France Brest
and Uberbourg are embraced lu mis section.
One embraces the country bordering upon Bel--
glum, another tbe Eastern portion of France,
wbile tbe fourth, and most important to tu,
embraces tbe central portions ot tbe Empire,
including tbe city of Paris.

There are five main trunk lines of railroad,
witb double tracks (as are the other roads of
t ranee,) running from tbe coast of tbe buglith
Channel to Paris, viz: from Dunkirk, Calais,
Boulogne, Dieppe and Havre. A trunk line
extends from Paris to Strasbourg, and from
that point passes south, along tbe valley of tbe
Rhine, to Basel ; another proceeds south to Or-
leans, where It forks, one branch going to
Varermes, and the other te Bordeaux. At
Tours it communicates with the railway to St,

azaire, on tue Loire Another great trunk
line commences at Maratitles, and runs to
Aregnon.and from tbat point, extending north
ward, meets the main Irunk line from Paris to
Lyons The same facilities from the roast of
tbe Ei.glish Cham el to Paris are also fur
nished from the Mediterranean and Atlantic
coasts. A line of railway also passes along
the coast of tbe Mediterranean and near the
boundary of snain. for a considerable dis- -

jtance.
The great lines thus radlatir.g in every di

rection from Paris, as tbe common centre ate
crossed and intersected by later? lines, either
built or in course of construction ; ft tbat
there is not an iuportant district of the Em-
pire that is not reached by s railroad. The
canals and railroads of France, taken together,
make one of tbe most complete and magnifi--
cent systems of internal improvement ever de-- 1

vised or carried out in any other country.
While furnishing every facility for the devel-
opment of French resources, the system con-
nects itself easily with tbe net-wo- systems
of otber countries, so intimately, that with
proper outlets it will of necessity draw erf a
large amount of foreign trade that now passes
through England. But this system of im-

provements looks to ocean outlets and ocean
facilities, as essential to complete success IJL
is by these adjuncts tbat France can hope ttr
become tbe commercial rival of Great Britain.

The Loire river is tbe best Bsvtgaele stream
in France. There is a barber at tbe mouth of
tbe river, in which is situated St. Naziire, tbe
shipping point for Nantes and otber interior
towns, and the eastern terminus of tbe pro-
posed line of ocean steamers. Not satisfied
with the nafnrol advantages of this harbor,
tbe French government has lately constructed
a basin, at a cost of four millions ot dollars,
having about twenty-fiv- e feet of water, and ef
sufficient dimensions to contain one hundred
and fifty merchant vessels ot a large size.
Around these Improvements immense fortifica-
tions are also being erected, so as to give

both from hostile fleets and devastating
storms. No one, sir, can survey the move-
ments of tbe present French Ruler, but will be
satisfied tbat tbe continental plana of his great
kinsman are being carried out ; but tbey have
been stripped ot their military appendages,
and that lie bas thrown around them the be-

coming and more graceful drapery of ptf.
St Nazaire is Within twelve hours travel of

Paris, kad within less than tbat time ot the
otber important towns and cities ef France.
Tbe direct road t Paris is up the valley of the
Loire, which is considered the garden spot of
France, and contains the most ri fined and
wealthy portion ef the French population. It
parses by Nantes, Tours, Orleans, and other
important commercial and manufacturing
cities. This road is intersected by various
lines leading from different portions ot tbe
country, and crosses many vf the principal ca-
nals with which tbat country abounds The
continental traveler is taken Immediately on to
Paris, and from tbat city can find direct con-
veyance to almost any part of Europe. If we
are correct as to tbe difference of time, a pas-
senger from Norfolk by tbe proposed line of
steamers can be placed in Paris nearly twenty-fo- ur

hours in advance of the passenger from
New York to Liverpool. Vour Excellency
will, I know, appreciate tbe advantages of this
European terminus, and will conclude, no
doubt, tbat an immense travel and trade would
concentrate at that point. Tbat a lucrative
import and export trade would be carried on
between tbe two conntries, is absolutely cer-
tain, and just ia proportion tn ocean lines are
increased from Southern potts, will the pros
perityof the Seulh be increased, and tbe
shackles of Northern domination begin to give
wty.

I will state very briefly before concluding,
tbat tbe great Central Railroad section of
France is under the control of the Orleans
company, which is located at Paris. Tbis sec-
tion embraces the silk raising and vine grow-
ing portion ot France. It includes a popula-
tion uf about twelve millions ot people, and
that comprising the most intelligent, refined,
and wealthy portions of tbe empire. The Or-
leans company has a capital of nearly nine
hundred millions of francs, being the wealthiest
corporation In the world. This company bas
also 1350 miles of Railroad now tn operation,
and yielding a nett dividend of from 10 to 12
per cent, besides large amounts being set apart
to the contingent fund. The Orleans company
has lately entered into an agreement with one
of the most distinguished and reliable men of
tbe South, wao was sent to Europe aa agent of
tbe Bristol Railroad Convention, by which it Is
proposed to antic in establishing tbe line of
steamers, so often spoken of in these letters.
The terms offered by that company are exceed-
ingly fair, and such as individuals and compa-
nies in the South should at once accede to.
But as my tetter is already sufficiently extend-
ed, I will reserve a detailed notice ot tbis pro-
position for a subsequent communication.
